Of  the  Officers,  and  Manner  of  their 

Election. 


HERE  fhall  be  one  Prefident,  ten 
Vice-Prefidents,  a  Secretary,  an  Al- 
fiftant  Secretary,  a  Regifter,  and  a 
Collector  of  the  Subfcription  Money 
which  Officers  ffiall  be  eledted  by 
Ballot,  on  the  firft  Tuefday  in  March  annually  : 
And  on  that  Day  no  other  Bufinefs  ffiall  be  tranf- 
adted. 


In  order  to  this  Election  the  Prcfident,  one  of 
the  Vice-Prefidents,  or,  in  their  Abfence,  fome 

A  2  other 
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other  Member  appointed  by  the  Majority,  fhall 
take  the  Chair  at  Eleven  of  the  Clock''  in  the 
Forenoon*,  and  after  chufing  three  or  more  Scru¬ 
tineers  (the  Number  to  be  determined  by  the  Pre- 
fident,  or  prefiding  Member)  by  holding  up  of 
Hands,  the  balloting  Glafs  fhall  be  placed  before 
the  Chair,  and  Hand  open  for  receiving  Lifts  un¬ 
til  Two  of  the  Clock  in  the  Afternoon:  At  which 
Hour  the  Ballot  fhall  be  clofed. 

A  Efficient  Number  of  printed  Balloting  Lifts 
of  all  the  Officers  in  being,  according  to  the  Form 
annexed  (A),  fhall  be  ready,  in  which  if  any 
Member  chufes  an  Alteration,  he  is  to  ftrike  his 
Fen  acrois  the  printed  Name  or  Names  of  fuch 
as  he  difapproves,  and  write  on  the  blank  Side  the 
Name  or  Names  of  fuch  as  he  would  fubftitute  in 
their  Place.  '  •  .  V 

Each  Member  fhall  deliver  his  Lift,  folded 
up,  to  the  Prefident,  or  prefiding  Member,  to  put 
into  the  Glafs:  And  a  Scrutineer,  fitting  on  each 
Side  of  the  Chair,  with  a  Lift  of  the  Members 
before  him,  fhall  mark  the  Name  of  each  Mem¬ 
ber  fo  delivering  in  his  Lift. 

Yvhen  the  Ballot  is  clofed,  one  of  the  Scruti¬ 
neers  (hall  open  and  read  aloud  each  Lift,  and  file 
ir,  while  the  other  two  or-  more  mark  the  Names  j 
and  when  all  the  Lifts  are  drawn,  the  marking 
Scrutineers  fhall  calt  up  and  report  the  fame  to 
the  Chair*,  after  which  the  Prefident,  Vice-Prefi- 
uent,  or  prefiding  Member,  fhall  declare  the  Per- 
Pns  who  have  the  Majority  of  Votes  to  be  the 

Officers  rdpeclively,  for  the  enfuing  Year. - - 

Such 
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Such  Eleftion  fhall  likewife  be  declared  again  at 
the  next  Meeting  of  the  Society. 

If  the  Prefident,  or  any  of  the  Vice-Prefidents, 
fhall  refign  or  die,  the  remaining  Vice-Prefidents 
fhall  continue  to  act  and  prefide  at  the  Meetings 
of  the  Society,  in  the  Order  they  are  placed  in 
the  Election  Lift,  until  the  next  annual  Meeting 
for  the  Choice  of  Officers,  or  fome  other  general, 
or  extraordinary  general  Meeting,  which  the  So¬ 
ciety  (hall  pleafe  to  appoint  for  fuch  particular 
Eleftion;

If  any  of  the  Offices  of  Secretary,  Affiftant  Se¬ 
cretary,  Regifter,  or  Collector,  fhall  become  va¬ 
cant  *,  a  Perfon  fhall  be  appointed  at  the  next 
Meeting  of  the  Society,  to  aft  in  fuch  refpeftive 
Office  of  Secretary,  Affiftant  Secretary,  Regifter, 
or  Colleftor,  until  the  next  general  Meeting,  or 
an  extraordinary  general  Meeting,  which  (hall  be 
appointed  for  electing  a  Perfon  by  Ballot  to  fill 
the  vacant  Office  for  the  remaining  Part  of  the 
Yean 

At  all  Eleftions  of  Officers,  if  the  Suffrages 
fhould  be  equal,  the  Decifion  final  1  be  by  Lots 
prepared  by  the  Scrutineers,  and  drawn  by  the 
Prefident,  Vice-Prefident,  or  preflding  Member. 

Notice  of  the  annual,  or  of  any  occafional 
Election  of  Officers,  fhall  be  publiffied  three  dif¬ 
ferent  Days,  in  fuch  News  Papers  as  tne  Society 
fliall  order,  one  Week  at  lead  before  the  Day  of 
El  eft  ion.

Notwithftanding  the  Eledtidn-  of  Officers  is  an¬ 
nual,  the  Society  referve  to  themfelves  the  Power 
of  removing  either  their  Secretary,  Affilhnt  Se~ 
cretary,  KcgtUer,  or  Collector,  by  two  general  or 
extraordinary  general  Meetings;  in  which  cafe 
the  laid  Officcis  fliall  be  paid  their  Salaries  in  l'ucij 
Proportions  as  may  be  then  due  to  them. 

Neither  the  Secretary,  Affiftant  Secretary,  the 
Regifter,  nor  the  Collector  of  the  Subfcriptions, 
fliall  be  Members  of  this  Society. 

No  Perfon,  except  he  fhall  have  been  an  Officer 
the  preceding  Year,  fhalEbe  admitted  as  a  Can¬ 
didate  for  any  lucrative  Employment,  without 
having  pei Tonally  prefented  his  Petition  or  Me¬ 
morial  to  the  Society  a  Fortnight  before  the  Day 
of  Election ;  which  Petition  or  Memorial  fliall  be 
read  immediately  after  the  firft,  and  again  after 
the  fecond  Reading  of  the  Minutes.

A  Porter  fliall  be  chofen  or  removed  at  any 
Meeting  of  the  Society  ;  and  fo  long  as  he  con¬ 
tinues  in  their  Service,  he  fliall  be  paid  a  Salary 
of  twenty-fix  Pounds  a  Year,  and  have  an  annual 
Cloathing,  at  an  Expence  not  exceeding  ten 
Pounds.

'THE  Duty  of  the  Frefident,  Vice-Prefidents, 
(in  the  Order  they  appear  in  the  Lift)  or 
Chairman,  is  toprefide  at  all  Meetings,  with  his

Bufinefs  of  the  Secretary. 

HE  fhall  attend  all  Meetings  and  Committees 
of  the  Society  ;  he  fhall  take  down  all  Mi¬ 
nutes,  and  produce  them,  fairly  written,  at  the 
next  enfuing  Meetings.  He  fhall  read  all  Let¬ 
ters,  and  other  Papers,  lent  or  communicated  to 
the  Society,  and  trandate  them  into  Englifh,  if 
they  fhould  be  in  another  Language.  He  fhall 
prepare  all  Anfwers,  when  ordered  by  the  Society* 
in  fuch  Language  as  fhall  be  directed,  and  lay 
the  fame  before  the  Committee  appointed  lor 
their  Examination.  Pie  fhall  prepare  an  annual 
hiftorical  Regifter  of  the  Tranladtions  ot  the  So¬ 
ciety,  beginning  every  Pear  from  Midfummer 
Day,  and  ending  that  Day  I  welvemonth.  I  his 
Regifter  fhall  contain  an  Account  ot  all  P remiums 
beftowed,  with  the  Names  ol  the  Perfons  .who 
have  received  them,  digefted  under  propei  Pleads; 
what  Premiums  the  Society  have  engaged  lot, 
the  next  and  fucceeding  Pears;  the  Numoei

fcnpttons,  and  Money  in  Bank,  as  they  ftood  on 
Mid fu m me r  Day •,  and  what  have  been  the  Ex- 
pcnccs  in  Officers,  Servants,  Apartments,  and 
Workmens  and  Tradcfmens  Bills  of  all  Sorts. 
This  annual  Regifter  {hall  likewife  contain  par¬ 
ticular  Accounts  ol  all  the  Improvements  in  Me- 
ebamcks  Manufactures,  Agriculture,  etc.  with 
luch  Reiolutions  the  Society  have  come  to,  and 
Informations  they  have  received,  as  dial  1  appear 
to  be  molt  ufeful  and  important.  The  Whole  to 
be  put  into  proper  Order,  and  References  to  the 
'  , nutes>  Tom  which  the  leveral  Accounts  are 
taxen,  to  be  inferred  in  the  Margin  ;  and,  after 
having  been  approved  of  by  a  Committee,  to  be 
printed  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Members,  by  the 
Middle  of  November  in  every  Year.  It  is  not 
intended  that  this  Regifter  fhouid  be  read  in  the 
ociety  ;  the  Care  that  nothing  (hould  be  printed, 
which  is  improper,  being  trufted  to  the  Com- 
tmttee.  He  fliall  prepare  all  Lifts  of  Premiums, 
Lnits  of  Members,  Advertifements,  and  other 
1  ublications,  ordered  by  the  Society,  and  take 
care  that  the  lame  be  properly  and  correftly 
printed;  and  his  Name,  or  that' of  the  A  Aidant 
Secretary,  as  by  Order  of  the  Society,  fliall  be 
igned  to  all  Publications.  He  fliall  make  proper 
Indexes  to  all  the  Books  of  the  Society.  lie 
iPad  vi fit  Manufactories,  or  apply  to  Manufac¬ 
turers  for  Information,  when  required  by  the 
society;  and  he  fliall,  as  much  as  poffible,  en¬ 
deavour  to  make  himfelf  acquainted  with  the 
JNature  and  Circumftances  of  the  leveral  Arts 
anc  Manufactures  of  this  and  other  Countries.

•  Bufinefs  of  the  Affiflant  Secretary. 

^THE  Affiflant  Secretary  fhall  attend  at  all 
A  Meetings  of  the  Society.  He  fhall  like- 
wife  attend  Committees,  when  particularly  ordered. 
He  fhall  tranfcribe  fair  all  the  Proceedings  of  the 
Society’s  Meetings  and  Committees  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Books  relpeCtively,  viz.  Society’s  Minute 
Book  —  Committee  Minute  Books — Memoran¬ 
dum  Book — Copy  Book  of  Letter^  received  and 
fent  by  the  Society,  if  fo  directed — Book  o f  Rules 
and  Orders — and  Reward  Book — And  fhall  pafte 
all  Letteis  and  Papers  in  the  Guard  Book,  when 
fo  ordered — All  the  Books  and  Papers  of  the  So¬ 
ciety  fhall  be  kept  at  their  Office,  for  the  In- 
fpe&ion  of  the  Members  *,  and  the  Secretary, 
Affiflant  Secretary,  and  Regifter,  fhall  each  of 
them  have  a  Key  to  the  Prefies  :  Moreover,  all 
Papers  fhall  be  copied  in  the  fame  Office,  that 
they  may  be  at  hand  when  wanted. — He  fhall 
tranfcribe  all  Letters  that  have  been  prepared  by 
the  Secretary,  and  approved  by  the  Society.  As 
a  Satisfaction  for  fuch  Services,  he  fhall  be  paid 

a  Salary  of  fifty  Pounds  a  Year.

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Bufinefs  of  the  Regifter. 

T n  E  Regifter  fliall  have  an  Apartment  in' 
the  Houle  ol  the  Society,  that  he  may  be 
ready  on  the  Spot  to  receive.  Meffages,  Letters, 
and  all  Matters  brought  to  the  Society  :  to  an- 
l'wer  all  Inquiries,  and  deliver  Plans,  Lilts,  etc. 
to  i'uch  Members  as  fliall  come  or  lend  for  them, 
of  which  he  fhall  take  .care  to  have  a  fufficient 
Number,  f  ie  fliall  have  the  Cuftody  and  Care 
of  all  the  Furniture,  Books,  fuch  Papers  as  the 
Society  fliall  think  proper,  and  other  Effects 
whatever  belonging  to  the  Society.  He  fhall 
have  the  Direction  of  all  the  inferior  Servants. 
He  fhall  receive  and  have  charge  of  all  Matters 
fent  to  the  Society  by  Candidates  for  Premiums, 
and  fliall  enter  them  properly,  at  the  Time  when 
delivered,  in  a  Book  for  that  Purpofe.  He  fhall 
keep  a  fair  Inventory  of  all  the  Goods  and  Effects 
of  the  Society,  to  be  always  ready  when  called 
for.  He  fliall  keep  an  Account  of  all  Stationary 
Ware,  printed  Books,  Coals,  Candles,  and  all 
other  Particulars  fent  in  by  Tradefmen  for  the 
Ufe  of  the  Society,  in  a  Day-Book  for  that  Pur¬ 
pofe  ;  and  fhall  enter  the  fame  fairly,  under  their 
feveral  Heads,  in  another  Book,  to  be  laid  every 
Month  before  the  Committee  of  Accompts,  as  a 
Check  on  Tradefmens  Bills.  He  fliall  attend  all 
Meetings  and  Committees  of  the  Society,  and  in¬ 
form  them  of  all  Matters  under  his  Department, 
neceflary  for  them  to  know.  For  all  which  Ser¬ 
vices  he  fliall  be  paid  a  Salary  of  fifty  Pounds  a 
Year.

Moreover,  twenty  Pounds  per  Annum  are  al¬ 
lowed  to  him  for  Lodgings ;  and  forty  Pounds 
to  pay  the  Servants,  for  cleaning  the  Rooms  and 
Furniture,  and  the  Boys  that  attend  the  Meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Society  and  Committees,  and  other 
incidental  Charges  to  which  he  is  liable. 


Bufinefs  of  the  Collector. 


Collector  fhall  give  fuch  Security  as 


A  the  Society  fhall  require,  for  the  Truft  re- 
pofed  in  him.  He  fhall  collect  the  Subfcription 
Money  from  the  Members  as  it  becomes  due, 
paying  all  he  collects,  over  and  above  the  Sum  of 
one  hundred  Pounds,  into  the  Bank  of  England  ; 
which  Sum  of  one  hundred  Pounds  he  may  re- 
ferve  in  his  Hands,  to  defray  the  current  Ex- 
pences  of  the  Society.  He  fhall  attend  all  Com¬ 
mittees  of  Accompts  •,  and  at  every  Meeting  of 
the  Society  he  fhall  lay  before  them  the  Bank 
Book,  with  an  Accompt  of  what  Money  he  has 
received,  paid  in  to  the  Bank,  or  remains  in  his 
Hands.  He  fhall  keep  the  Cafh  Accompt  of 
the  Society,  and  draw  out  exaft  Lifts  of  the 
Members,  with  the  Sums  contributed  by  each, 
and  Arrears  due.  For  all  which  Services  he  fhall 
be  allowed  fix  Pence  in  the  Pound  on  all  fuch 
Contributions;  but  not  on  Legacies  and  particu¬ 
lar  Donations. 


Meetings  of  the  Society. 


fhall  be  four  general  Meetings  every  , 
i  ear  in  the  great  Room  of  the  Society,  at 
Six  of  the  Clock  in  the  Evening'precifely  ;  viz. 
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cn  the  fird  Wednefday  in  May,  the  lafl  Wed- 
nefday  in  May,  the  fecond  Wednefday  in  No¬ 
vember,  and  the  fecond  Wednefday  in  Decern^ 
ber.  At  which  Meetings,  or  at  any  extraordi¬ 
nary  general  Meetings,  only,  if  twenty-five  Mem¬ 
bers  at  lead  are  prefent,  Rules  and  Orders  for 
the  Government  of  the  Society  may  be  made  and 
altered  ;  and  fuch  Rules,  Orders,  and  Altera¬ 
tions  being  approved  at  the  next  fucceeding  ge¬ 
neral  or  extraordinary  general  Meeting,  fhall  be  . 
valid  and  binding.

An  extraordinary  general  Meeting  may  be 
called  if  thirty  Members  at  the  lead  are  prefent, 
and  the  Majority  fhall  defire  fuch  extraordi¬ 
nary  general  Meeting ;  which  extraordinary  ge¬ 
neral  Meeting  fhall  be  advertifed  three  Days  fuc- 
ceflively  in  two  of  the  Daily  Papers :  And  if 
twenty-five  Members  are  prelent,  they  may  pro¬ 
ceed  to  Bufinefs. 

An  extraordinary  Meeting  for  the  doing  of 
common  Bufinefs  only,  may  be  at  any  Time  or¬ 
dered  by  the  Society  in  the  fame  Method  as  an 
extraordinary  general  Meeting. 

The  ordinary  Meetings  of  the  Society  fhall  be 
held  on  Wednefday  in  every  Week  at  fix  of  the 
Clock  in  the  Evening  precifely,  from  the  fecond 
Wednefday  in  November  to  the  lad  Wednefday  N 
in  May,  and  in  the  intermediate  Time  on  the  fird 
and  third  Wednefday  in  every  Month  ;  and  if  at 
fuch  ordinary  Meetings,  there  fhould  be  prefent 
eleven  or  more  Members,  they  may  proceed  on 
Bufinefs  *  and  the  faid  Meetings  fhall  have  Power 
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to  appoint  fuch  Committees,  as  they  think  ne- 
cefiary.

No  Gentleman  is  to  be  admitted  an  Auditor 
after  feven  o’  Clock  when  the  Society  is  lilting. 

At  all  Meetings,  Bufinefs  fhall  begin  at  fix  of 
the  Clock  in  the  Evening,  with  reading  the  Mi¬ 
nutes  of  the  preceding  Meeting  ;  but  no  Part  of 
fuch  Minutes  fhall  be  difeuffed,  till  the  whole  has 
been  read  through. 

Candidates  fhall  be  balloted  for,  and  during 
the  Ballot  the  Bufinefs  of  the  Evening  fhull  be 
proceeded  on. 

The  Minutes  fhall  be  read  a  fecond  time,  and 
no  other  Matter  fhall  be  propofed  till  the  laid 
Minutes  have  been  di feu ffed  Article  by  Article: 
and  all  Parts  of  the  Minutes  which  are  not  ob¬ 
jected  to,  at  the  fecond  Reading,  fhall  Hand 
.  confirmed.

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The  Prefident,  after  the  firft,  and  alfo  after  the 
fecond  Reading  of  the  Minutes,  is  to  order  that 
all  Gentlemen,  who  are  not  Members  or  intro¬ 
duced  Auditors,  be  defired  to  withdraw. 

Reports  from  Committees  fhall  be  made.  And 
the  Adjournment  of  thofe  Committees,  which 
have  not  fimlhed  the  Bufinels  referred  to  them, 
lhall  be  declared  to  the  Society. 

New  Matter  to  be  confidered.  . 

1'he  Prefident,  or  prefiding  Member,  fhall  then 
read  over  to  the  Society  the  Subjeds  the  Commit- 
tecs  me  to  dilcufs  the  following  Lavs. 

Letters  to  be  read. 

No  Queftion  fhall  be  put  on  any  Motion,  un- 
lefs  the  Motion  is  leconded. 

No  Motion  that  has  been  rejected  fhall  be 
made  again  till  after  three  Months  from  the  Time 
of  its  Rejection. 

No  new  Proposition  fhall  be  entered  upon  after 
ten  of  the  Clock  at  Night.

No  Member  on  any  Pretence  whatfoever  fliall 
be  at  Liberty  to  move  that  he  may  have  Leave  to 
make  a  Motion  after  ten  of  the  Clock. 

No  Premium  fhall  be  offered  to  the  Public, 
until  it  has  been  approved  of  by  a  Committee, 
and  agreed  to  by  the  Society  at  two  Meetings ;

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and  no  Premium  or  Bounty  fhall  be  given  to  any 
Candidate,  unlefs  the  Society,  at  two  Meetings, 
fhall  be  fatisfied  that  fuch  Candidate  does  really 
dderve  the  lame.

No  Member  fhall  be  permitted  to  be  on  the 
Area  or  Space  between  the  Tables,  while  the  So¬ 
ciety  is  proceeding  on  Bufinefs,  nor  fhall  any 
Member  ftand  up  within  the  Seats,  unlefs  it  be 
to  fpeak,  or  to  go  from  or  return  to  his  Place 
therein. 

When  any  Member  fpeaks  he  (hall  ftand  up, 
and  addrefs  himfelf  to  the  Chair,  and  the  reft 
fhall  remain  filent. 

When  two  or  more  offer  to  fpeak  together, 
the  Prefident  or  prefiding  Member  fhall  deter¬ 
mine  who  fhall  fpeak  firft. 

At  all  Meetings  of  the  Society,  no  Member 
fhall  fpeak  more  than  once,  on  one  and  the  fame 
Queftion,  unlefs  it  be  to  explain  himfelf.

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The  Member  that  fpeaks  to  order  flaall  be  firffc 
heard. 

When  a  Matter  is  in  Debate,  if  any  Member 
-fpeaks  to  new  Bufinefs,  the  Prefident,  or  prefiding 
Member,  fhall  interrupt  him. 

When  on  any  Queftion  an  equal  Number  of 
Hands  appear  to  be  held  up  for  and  againft  the 
fame,  the  Prefident  or  prefiding  Member  fhall 
appoint  two  Members  to  count  and  report  the 
Numbers  to  the  Chair. 

In  all  Meetings  and  Committees,  the  Prefident 
or  prefiding  Member  fhall  only  vote  when  the 
Suffrages  are  equal.

The  Opinion  of  the  Society  fhall  be  taken  by 
Ballot,  inftead  of  Hands  held  up,  if  defired  by 
twelve  Members. 

No  new  Matter  either  refpecting  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  the  Society  or  the  Meafures  for  the  Im¬ 
provement  of  Arts,  Manufactures,  and  Commerce, 
fliall  be  received,  unlefs  it  be  laid  before  the  So¬ 
ciety  in  Writing.
